A Chance for Peace 

Gandhi ended his fast on Sunday, by 
drinking a glass of lemonade—which most 
people would think a rather mild way to re- 
| Sume eating after 122 hours of abstinence. 

He did so after Hindu, Sikh and Moslem 
leaders promised they will do all they can to 
preserve peace and put the races on a more 
harmonious footing.

a moderate storm of indignation 
arises over the failure of citizens

People are just as interested in| 
Edmonton and her government as 
they ever were. But as the city be- 
comes larger and her affairs in- 
crease In magnitude and complex- 
ity, they are conscious of a widen- 
ing gulf between themselves and 
the actual details of civic manare- 
ment 

In view of that fact, I venture to | 
make the observation that this gulf 
could be reduced by the operations | 
of a first cl s public relations of- | 
ficer for the city whose first func- 
tion would be, not to explain Ed- 
monton abroad, but to explain Ed- | 
monton to her own people | 


Confidence 

This suggestion, which is neither 
original nor profound, springs from 
the reflection that most people, in- | 
cluding myself, frequently work 
themselves into a lather over ap- 
parent deficiencies in the civie | 
services and departmental policy 
apparent deficiencies which could 
be explained quite simply by some 
trained officer whose business was | 
to maintain cordial and understand- 
ing relations between the adminis- 
tration and th. citizenry. 

For instance, I have grown chol- 
eric many times over certain vag- 
aries of the transportation system

llaw to stop anybody from buying a

| Juke Boxes 
| Today there are 450,000 juke 
| boxes. Their yearly take ts esti- 


i}mated to be $500,000,000. Of the 

1,300 radio stations in this country, 
close to 500 have never hired @ 
|live musician, Practically all of 
them play records. Out of the 
10-figure sugar grossed by the juke 
box and the radio, the musicians 
who make it all possible get the 
interesting sum of exactly nothing. 

Let me scale these statistics 
down to one human being. 

Over In Jersey there's a middle- 
aged man waiting on tables, He 
used to be one of our great jarz 
trumpeters. Twenty years ago he 
made a blues record which is now 
a collector's item. Almost every 
night he hears his old record on 
| the radio in the hash joint in which 
he works. A certain dise jockey 
has been featuring it for months, 
This record is usually sandwiched 
between a couple of commercials, 

Now the take-home pay of this 
particular dise-jockey is about 
$5,000 a month . Over the years 
the phonograph company has sold 
several hundred thousand copies 
of this platter. The old-time trum- 
| pet man, whose lip muscles went 
bad after years of blowing, got 
$50.00 for the original recording 
session. Is that all he rates? Well, 
not in Petrillo’s book. And not in 


mine 


The Kibosh 


The last time Petrillo pulled his 
boys out of the recording studios 
they stayed out for 27 months, The 
companies finally agreed to pay an 
over-all royalty into the union's 
mutual-ald kitty, And for a couple 
of years they did. Now the Taft- 
Hartley Act has put the kibosh on 
these royalties 

This mess ean only be cleaned 
lup by the juke-box barons and the 
radio station boys . It’s up to them 
to figure out some legitimate way 
of paying for the cake that makes 
them fat 

How can they do it without vio- 
lating the Taft-Hartley and Lea 
acts? Well, | wouldn't worry about 


that If they want to give the 
musicians a square shake, their 
smart lawyers will figure out a 
way
